One is that Soviet Russia is a large 
and powerful country with which we shall either have 
peace or w ar; the o ther is that the American Com­ 
m unist P arty consists of American citizens who engage 
in subversive activities in their own country and who, 
when they are caught breaking our laws or doing m is­ 
chief to our institutions should be treated accordingly. 
The fact that Khrushchev is about to visit the 
United States has nothing whatsoever to do with the 
Am erican attitude toward our own Communist P arty.

Fo ster, who wa s indicted o n July 20 , 1 94 8 to g ether 
with 1 1 o thers. 
The indictment wa s under the 
Smith 
Act a nd the 1 1 defenda nts were tried, 
fo und g uilty a nd Impriso ned. 
Fo ster g o t o ff by 
plea ding ex treme ill hea lth. His ca se wa .s sepa ra t­ 
ed fro m the o thers o n the ba sis o f medica l testi­ 
mo ny to the effect tha t there wa s ev idence o f 
hea rt tro uble a nd chro nic dise.a se o f the blo o d 
v essels. 


Fo ster was never brought to trial despite govern­ 
m ent efforts. 
However, he had the strength to con­ 
tinue his writing, to attend conferences and to m anage 
the Communist P arty in the United States. 
Since 19.">8, Fo ster, still under indictm ent, has 
ex pressed the wish to go to Russia for “m edical tre a t­ 
m ent.“ It is an established fact that among the mo.st 
skillful physicians and surgeons in the world in the 
cardio -vascular field are Americans. 
There 
m no 
evidence that Soviet Russia has m edical personnel who 
are superior to ours in this specialization or that they 
have done research in it superio r to ours. 
The plea to send Fo ster to Russia for “ m edical 
treatm ent,” becomes absurd in view of the possibilities 
of .such treatm ent here. It will, however, be recalled 
that when M aurice Thorcz, the French Com munist 
leader was ill, he was flown to Russia. Are they afraid 
of what they might say in their sleep** 
Mary Kaufman, 
F o ster's law yer, on June 24. 
argued in the United States D istrict Court, Southern 
Dustrict of New York, either to dism iss the Smith Act 
indictment or to ex tend the lim its of Fo ster's bail so 
that he could go to Russia for “ m edical treatm ent.“ 
which she contended was cheaper in Soviet Russia. 
Actually, Fo ster could m anage to get the necessary 
treatm ent free of charge in this co untry, as thousands 
do daily in clinics for that purpose. Surely a prole­ 
tarian leader would not reject a pro letarian clinic! 
Why does not Fo ster base his plea on truthful and 
realistic grounds? Why does he not say that he desires 
to die in Soviet Russia so that his ashes m ay be 
placed in the Kremlin Wall** 
Why does he not say 
that he fears to go to an American hospital, lest w eak­ 
ened by sedatives,‘ he tell tales which will send his 
com rades to prison for espionage*»

ma n in this wa y , but tho se who ha v e ha d Fo ster’« 
illnesses know 
tha t a ma n ca n do a g rea t a mo unt

Lyndon Johnson Forced Committee 
Test Of Ike's Housing Bill Veto 


W.ASHINGTON—Senators have 
been 
very 
tight-lipped 
about 
w hat happened inside the Senate 
Banking 
Committee 
when 
it 
voted to override the President's 
housing veto. However, here is 
the secret debate that led to this 
im po rtant decision. 
Sen. John Sparkm an of Ala­ 
bam a. faithful champion of pub­ 
lic housing who had previously 
voted not to override Ike's veto, 
opened the closed-door meeting 
by 
reading 
the 
Washington 
Merry-Go-Round column, as pub­ 
lished 
in the Washington Post 
that 
morning, 
reporting 
that 
“ Senate Leader Lyndon Johnson 
. . . had passed the word to .Ala­ 
b am a's am iable Sen, John Spark- 
nian to soften the housing bill in­ 
stead of attem pting to override 
Ike's veto .” . . . and that “ In the 
.showdown 
voting, 
a 
Southern- 
Republican coalition 
agreed to 
accept the President's veto and 
offer him a modified bill," 
Sen. Sparkm an read the Aug. 
11 column from beginning to end, 
then .stated: 
“This is something 1 will not 
take. 1 am tired of bring charg­ 
ed with being part of a coalition 
of Republican.s and southerners. 
1 dem and a vote to override the 
President. ’ 
“ I don’t know how that infor­ 
mation got to .Mr. Pearso n," re­ 
m arked Sen Pre.scott Bush. Con- 
ncH'ticut 
Republican, 
“but 
he 
was rem arkably precise in re­ 
porting what happened. I am not 
going to m ake any accusatio ns.” 
he concluded, looking at his col­ 
leagues. 


Will Khrushchev Learn We Mean Business? 


WASHINGTON - W hat Nikita 
Khrushchev sees and learns on 
his forthcoming visit to the U nit­ 
ed States could hav6 dangero us 
consequences. 
It could conceiv­ 
ably be the fo rerunner of w ar, 
just as the “sum m it” m eeting 
between Cham berlain and Hitler 
at Munich in Septem ber 19 38 was 
followed a 
year later by the 
o utbreak of World War II. 
E verything depends now, as it 
did then, on the reaction of the 
peoples of the dem ocracies. 
The 
question really has passed, for 
the moment, out of the hands of 
the governm ent at W ashington 
If Khrushchev com es to the 
conclusion after hLs visit that the 
Am erican people are so steeped 
in lux uries and com forts and so 
engrossed in m aterial pursuits 
that they will be ready to m ake 
peace at any price, the tem pta­ 
tion for the Moscow dictato r will 
be to take chances just as Hitler 
did. and w ar—at first “ lim ited” 
and then general — becomes a 
serious possibility. 
Conversely, 
if the 
Am erican 
people show that they have co ur­ 
age and are willing to m ake sa c­ 
rifices for ideals, even to the 
point of losing some day m any 
of their com forts and their lux ­ 
uries—as they have done three 
tim es in the w ars of the last 
half-century—then 
m aybe 
the 
Moscow dictato r will not m iscal­ 
culate o r take chances, and a 
world w ar will be avoided. 
U nfortunately, 1 he 
emphasi.s, 
.since the trip wa.s first announc­ 
ed. has been on the supposed im ­ 
po rtance of showing K hrushchev 
the m any fine homes of our w o rk­ 
ers, or the num ber of autom o­ 
biles in the facto ry parking lots, 
or the m aterial things that a 
rich country can boast. Little has 
been said about how the .Ameri­ 
can people should ex press their 
idealism or their sense of ho rro r 
o ver the m urders and tragedies 
for which the tyrannical go vern­ 
m ent of the Soviet Union has 
been responsible in its iron-hand­ 
ed rule over hundreds of millions 
of people 
Should the Am erican people re ­ 
m ain silent, or should they be­ 
com e articulate*» The question is

being debated quietly in the co r­ 
ridors of Congress, This is a na­ 
tion w here free speech is enjoyed 
on internatio nal as well as nation­ 
al questions. M em bers of Cong­ 
ress are asking each o ther frank­ 
ly what ought to be done by the 
national legislature itself. Some 
have thought it would be best to 
adjourn, so as to avoid the nec­ 
essity of welcoming Khrushchev 
at any session of Congress. But 
upon reflection, o thers think this 
would be failing to take advan­ 
tage of a big opportunity to de­ 
bate before the world the very 
issues that Khrushchev himself 
has again and again discussed in 
public. 
If a Khrushchev speech to a 
joint session of both Houses of 
Congress w ere arranged for, it 
could m ean that President ELsen- 
hower would be given an oppor­ 
tunity to address the Soviet P ar­ 
liam ent when he goes to Moscow 


later this autumn 
Thi.s would 
help to get the American point 
oi view across to the Soviets as 
never before. 
If the Soviet Prem ier is iinifed 
to m ake an address to Congress, 
tim e, of course, .should be set 
aside also for those Senator.s and 
Representatives 
who 
wish 
to 
m ake clear to the American peo­ 
ple and to the peoples of all the 
world that there has tx 'en no 
backing 
away 
by

States from the positions taken on 
the issues raised in recent years 
by Communist m iper'alisin.

Modern transportation may be horseless, 
but it is far from sm okeless. Any pedestrian not 


suffering from hay fever or some other obstruc­

If it is any com fort to those who suffer 


from the peculiar odor of autom obiles, buses 
and trucks in their daily bouts trying to put up

Millions of human beings from sm all towns 
to the largest cities cough and grope their way 
through the maze caused by contem porary man s 
constant desire to propel him self m echanically 


from one place to another. The situation has 
become sufficiently acute in many areas to 


cause municipal ordinances controlling air pol­ 
lution to be passed. One state has passed legis­ 


lation requiring motor vehicle exhaust to m eet 
certain safety requirem ents. 
Perhaps it is the entry of legislatures into 
the field 
of exhaust purification

has 


prompted the auto industry to find means of 
controlling the m enace, or it may be that the 
precedence given exhaust fum es has just now 


brought it to the top of the list of engineering 
research, but at least one U. S. auto m anufac­ 
turer is com m itted to aiding those searching for 
a way to reduce, or preferably elim inate, the 
noxious effects of gasoline engine exhaust. 
General Motors is giving consideration to 
financing a study of the relation between auto 
exhaust fum es and lung cancer by the Sloan, 
Kettering Institute for Cancer Research. GM is 
correlating this research program with develop­ 
ment of an effective filter for autom obile exhaust 
% system s. 
It will be a relief once again to welcom e 
fresh air back into the city.

Two facts arc separate and distinct and ne'er the 
• 
twain shall meet. One is that Soviet Russia is a large 
and powerful country with which we shall either have 
peace or w ar; the other is that the Am erican Com­ 
munist P arty consists of American citizens who engage 
in subversive activities in their own country and who, 
when they are caught breaking our laws or doing m is­ 
chief to our institutions should be treated accordingly. 
The tact that Khrushchev is about to visit the 
United States has nothing whatsoever to do with the 
American attitude toward our own Communist Party. 


This organization is headed by William Z. 
Foster, who was indicted on July 20, 1948 together 
with ll others. 
The indictment was under the 
Smith 
Act and the 
ll defendants were tried, 
found guilty and imprisoned. 
Foster got off by 
pleading extreme iii health. His rase was separat­ 
ed from the others on the basis of medical testi­ 
mony to the effect that there was evidence of 
heart trouble and chronic disease of the blood 
vessels. 


Foster was never brought to trial despite govern­ 
ment efforts. 
However, he had the strength to con­ 
tinue his writing, to attend conferences and to m anage 
the Communist Party in the United States. 
Since 1958, Foster, still under indictm ent, has 
e x p o s e d the wish to go to Russia for ’ m edical trea t­ 
m ent." It is an established fact that am ong the most 
skillful physicians and surgeons in the world in the 
cardiovascular field are Americans. 
There is no 
evidence that Soviet Russia has medical personnel who 
are superior to ours in this specialization or that they 
have done research in it superior to ours. 
The plea to send Foster to Russia for ' medical 
treatm ent." becomes ahsurd in view of the possibilities 
of such treatm ent here. It will, however, be recalled 
that when Maurice Thorcz, the French Communist 
leader was ill. he was flown to Russia. Are they afraid 
of what they might say in their sleep’’ 
Mary 
Kaufman, 
F o ste rs lawyer, on June 24, 
argued in the United States District Court, Southern 
District of New York, either to dismiss the Smith Act 
indictment or to extend the limits of F oster’s bail so 
that he could go to Russia for “medical treatm ent.’* 
which she contended was cheaper in Soviet Russia. 
Actually. Foster could m anage to get the necessary 
treatm ent free of charge in this country, as thousands 
do daily in clinics for that purpose. 
Surely a prole­ 
tarian ieader would not reject a proletarian clinic! 
Why does not Foster base his plea on truthful and 
realistic grounds? Why does he not say that he desires 
to die in Soviet Russia so that his ashes m ay be 
placed rn the Kremlin Wall? 
Why does he not say 
that he fears to go to an American hospital, lest weak­ 
ened by sedatives,'he tell tales which will send his 
com rades to prison for espionage? 


II is perhaps nnchariiabir to talk about a sick 
man in this way, bul those who have had Foster's 
illnesses know that a man fan do a great amount 
of hard work despite a rardiar condition Modern 
treatment for such illnesses places almost no limi­ 
tation upon the kind of work that Foster does, no ae 
of which is physical work of any kind. As a mat­ 
ter of fact, the more the patient keeps busy and 
stops worrying about himself, the better are his 
^ 
chances of a fair recovery. 


I can testify from personal experience that a pretty 
severe case of this aort, to which was added a cancer 
opera.i<»n. m ade mc years younger and gayer and 
stronger 
President Eisenhower surely is proof of 
what can be done 
Of course each case ut individual, 
but Foster has been doing pretty well during the years 
that he m anaged to stay out of jail on the plea of 
illness. 
It would seem to m e that Foster s cry baby act 
does not prove any point but that he want*- to go to 
Russia.

Will Khrushchev Learn We Mean Business? 


WASHINGTON — What Nikita 


Khrushchev sees and learns on 
his forthcoming visit to the Unit­ 
ed States could have dangerous 
consequences. 
It could conceiv­ 
ably be the forerunner of war, 
just as the "sum m it" m a tin g 
between Cham berlain and Hitler 
at Munich in Septem ber 1938 was 
followed a year later by the 
outbreak of World War II. 
Everything depends row, as it 
did then, on the reaction of the 
peoples of the dem ocracies 
The 
question really has passed, for 
the moment, out of the hands of 
the government at Washington 
If Khrushchev com es to the 
conclusion after his visit that the 
Am erican people are so steeped 
in luxuries and com forts and so 
engrossed in m aterial pursuits 
that they will be ready to make 
peace at any price, the tem pta­ 
tion for the Moscow dictator will 
be to take chances just as Hitler 
did, and w ar—at first "limited'* 
and then general — becomes a 
serious possibility. 
Conversely, 
if the 
American 
people show that they have cour­ 
age and are willing to m ake sac­ 
rifices for ideals, even to the 
point of losing som e day many 
of their comforts and their lux­ 
uries—as they have done three 
tim es in the wars of the last 
half-century—then 
m aybe 
the 
Moscow dictator will not m iscal­ 
culate or take chances, and a 
world war will be avoided 
Unfortunately, t he 
em phasis. 
since the trip was first announc­ 
ed. has been on the supposed im ­ 
portance of showing Khrushchev 
the m any fine homes of our work­ 
ers, or the num ber of automo­ 
biles in the factory parking lots, 
or the m aterial things that a 
rich country can boast. Little has 
been said about how the Ameri­ 
can people should express their 
idealism or their sense of horror 
over the m urders and tragedies 
for which the tyrannical govern­ 
m ent of the Soviet Union has 
been responsible in its iron-hand­ 
ed rule over hundreds of millions 
of people 
Should the American people re­ 
m ain silent, or should they be­ 
com e articulate"* The question is

being debated quietly in the cor­ 
ridors of Congress. This is a na­ 
tion where free speech is enjoyed 
on international as well as nation­ 
al questions. M embers of Cong­ 
ress are asking each other frank­ 
ly what ought to be done by the 
national legislature itself. Some 
have thought it would be best to 
adjourn, so as to avoid the nec­ 
essity of welcoming Khrushchev 
at any session of Congress. Rut 
upon reflection, others think this 
would be failing to take advan­ 
tage of a big opportunity to d e­ 
bate before the world the very 
issues that Khrushchev himself 
has again and again discussed in 
public. 
If a Khrushchev speech to a 
joint session of both Houses of 
Congress were arranged for. it 
could mean that President Eisen­ 
hower would be given an oppor­ 
tunity to address the Soviet P ar­ 
liam ent when he goes to Moscow 


later this autumn 
This would 
help to get the American point 
of view across to the Soviets as 
never before 
If the Soviet Prem ier is invited 
to m ake an address to Congress, 
tim e, of course 
should be set 
aside also for those Senators and 
Representatives 
who 
wish 
to 
make clear to the American peo­ 
ple and to the peoples of all the 
world that there has been no 
backing

States from the positions taken on

A public health engineer has 
advised Mayor J. Edwin Keech 
that he found no evidence of sew­ 
age during a recent inspection of 
Brinker’s Bun here.
